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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD 


We  herewith  submit  our  annual  report : 

Our  schoolhouse,  during  the  latter  part  of  the  summer, 
was  once  again  thoroughly  cleaned  and  gone  over.  Marred 
walls  were  given  a  fresh  coat  of  paint.  The  wash  rooms  and 
furnace  were  likewise  cleaned  and  put  in  good  working 
order.  We  endeavored  to  have  everything  in  readiness  for 
both  the  scholars  and  our  teaching  staff. 

We  felt  extremely  fortunate  to  have  three  such  able 
teachers  return.  Our  own  Margaret  Pickering,  Principal, 
again  taught  the  Primary  grades,  Mrs.  Mary  C.  Hopkins  of 
Portsmouth,  the  Intermediate  room,  and  Mrs.  M.  Gertrude 
Moody  of  Greenland,  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  Grades.  We 
hope  our  teachers  will  again  see  fit  to  return  this  coming 
year. 

This  year  our  state  is  faced  with  a  teacher  shortage  even 
more  critical  than  during  the  war  years.  The  enrollment 
in  our  state  teachers'  colleges  is  alarmingly  low.  And  our 
experienced  teachers  are  fast  leaving  to  teach  in  the  higher 
paid  states.  All  through  New  Hampshire  there  is  a  move- 
ment to  more  justly  compensate  our  teachers  for  their 
work.  We  have  included  a  $200  raise  for  each  of  our  teach- 
ers in  the  1947-1948  Budget.  And  we  have  also  asked  for 
a  special  appropriation  of  $300  for  teachers'  salaries  for  the 
current  year.  This  procedure  is  being  commonly  followed 
thoughout  the  state.  Despite  these  proposed  raises,  our 
salaries  will  remain  lower  than  those  paid  in  neighboring 
towns. 

We  would  like  to  explain  our  $321.60  deficit.  Insurances 
for  ^333.75  were  omitted  in  last  year's  estimate  and  of 
course  these  could  not  be  permitted  to  lapse. 
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We  wish  to  thank  our  Superintendent,  Mr.  Roy  W.  Gill- 
more;  Mrs.  Louise  Benoit,  of  Hampton,  music  instructor; 
Mrs.  Dorothy  Lindsey  of  Hampton,  school  nurse;  Mr.  John 
Hoyt,  our  janitor;  the  Newington  Parent  Teacher  Associa- 
tion; the  Newington  Men's  Club,  and  all  the  other  inter- 
ested friends  for  their  splendid  work  and  very  great  as- 
sistance throughout  the  year.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Newington: 

I  herewith  present  my  seventeenth  report  as  Superinten- 
dent of  your  schools. 

The  current  year  began  Wednesday,  September  4,  1946 
with  a  beginning  enrollment  of  69.  Twenty-five  of  these 
were  in  the  primary  room,  thirty  in  the  middle  grades  and 
fourteen  in  the  upper  grades.  Twenty-two  were  register- 
ed in  Potsmouth  High  School;  nine  of  these  being  in  the 
Junior  High  building.  Three  former  pupils  of  our  school 
now  enrolled  in  high  school  are  veterans  of  World  War  H. 

Newington  has  been  fortunate  to  retain  its  staff  of 
teachers  of  the  previous  year.  Experienced  teachers  are  an 
asset  to  any  school  district.  With  Miss  Margaret  Pickering 
as  principal,  a  smoothly  functioning  school  has  been  es- 
tablished. The  service  of  the  school  to  its  pupils  is  improved 
by  this  organization.  A  visitor  to  the  lower  grade  room 
cannot  fail  to  recognize  the  rapid  progress  made  by  our 
children  there.  Especially  noticeable  is  the  work  in  Read- 
ing, which  is  fundamental  to  achievement  in  the  following 
grades.  Mrs.  Hopkins  carries  on  the  work  with  special  em- 
phasis on  Arithmetic.  This  is  as  it  should  be  for  the  junior 
high  grades  build  upon  this.  Mrs.  Moody  is  doing  a  par- 
ticularly good  job  in  unit  w^ork.  This  system  is  used  in  all 
high  schools.  The  better  trained  our  pupils  are  in  this 
method  of  work,  the  easier  will  be  their  transition  to  the 
high  school. 

Health  is  one  of  the  seven  cardinal  principles  of  educa- 
tion. Toward  this  objective  our  teachers  are  constantly 
working,  by  careful  supervision  in  the  classroom  and  by 
lessons  in  health  habits.  Mrs.  Dorothy  Lindsey,  our  school 
nurse,  is  a  valued  aid  to  us  all.  The  health  of  each  individual 
pupil  is  a  special  responsibility  to  her.  She  now  is  employed 
by  six  of  the  seven  towns  in  this  supervisory  union.  Her 
work  is  uniformly  commended. 


The  increased  interest  in  the  schools  on  the  part  of  the 
parents  is  much  appreciated  by  the  teachers.  The  Christmas 
P.  T.  A.  program,  put  on  by  the  pupils  was  well  attended. 
The  interest  in  the  visiting  day,  at  which  the  parents  saw 
the  actual  workings  of  the  school,  was  gratifying  and  was 
convincing  proof  that  the  people  of  Newington  support 
their  schools. 

Education,  as  a  whole,  is  facing  grave  finincial  prob- 
lems. With  increased  costs  on  every  hand,  teacher  salar- 
ies must  rise  if  we  are  to  retain  our  standards.  The  teacher 
shortage  is  not  a  temporary  one.  Other  fields,  for  which 
our  teachers  are  definitely  qualified,  will  continue  to  re- 
duce the  number  of  available  candidates.  Supplies  and 
equipment  have  gone  up  in  price  considerably.  We  are  told 
that  an  increase  of  forty  percent  will  be  in  effect  in  these 
items  next  year.  At  the  same  time  increased  demands  are 
being  made  upon  education.  In  many  cases  the  tax  on  real 
estate  is  now  large.  It  seems  to  many  people  that  most  of 
the  increased  cost  should  come  from  a  larger  unit  of 
revenue.  Recommendations  will  go  to  the  New  Hampshire 
General  Court  for  increased  state  aid.  It  is  also  recom- 
mended that  the  state  assist  in  the  cost  of  education  in 
high  school.  If  this  plan  is  approved  our  towns  and  cities 
will  receive  assistance  to  offset  the  increase  in  costs  which 
must  be  faced.  Newington's  present  State  Aid  of  $1,724.51 
will  be  considerably  increased  under  the  new  plan.  Until 
such  time  as  this  aid  may  be  available,  there  seems  no 
alternative  but  to  increase  our  budget. 

I  wish  to  give  a  word  of  commendation  to  the  Marshall 
Transportation  Company  which  is  furnishing  warm  and 
comfortable  buses  for  our  children.  Its  buses  run  on 
schedule  and  agreements  made  are  carried  out  faithfully. 

Union  No.  21  is  planning  a  more  definite  pupil  account- 
ing system.  Employees  are  depending  more  and  more  upon 
school  records  for  employee  placement.  They  wish  to  know 
more  than  the  percentage  rank  a  pupil  received.  Personal 


characteristics,  work  habits  and  social  behavior  are  of  im- 
portance. A  more  complete  analysis  of  each  pupil  should  be 
secured  and  made  available  both  for  the  pupil  himself  and 
to  any  person  sincerely  interested  in  his  welfare. 

In  accordance  with  the  advance  of  science  in  our  world, 
education  is  placing  more  emphasis  upon  instruction  and 
study  in  that  field.  Elementary  science  readers  are  ap- 
pearing in  ever  increasing  numbers.  In  some  cases  readers 
of  the  primary  grades  are  based  upon  simple  scientific  ob- 
servation. It  is  in  the  upper  grades  that  simple  scientific 
experiments  should  be  made  by  the  pupils  themselves.  New- 
ington  must  depend  upon  textbooks  for  this  work.  These 
books  teach  as  well  as  books  can  but  our  pupils  are  de- 
prived of  the  privilege  of  finding  fundamental  facts  for 
themselves  through  experiments.  I  recommend  that  a 
definite  amount  of  money  be  earmarked  for  the  purchase 
of  simple  apparatus  in  the  elementary  science  work.  This 
apparatus  need  not  be  elaborate  but  enough  should  be 
made  available  to  acquaint  the  pupils  with  the  reality  of 
the  fundamental  laws  of  science. 

The  Newington  Parent-Teacher  Association  as  an  or- 
ganization can  be  depended  upon  to  help  advance  the  wel- 
fare of  our  school.  Its  interest  is  appreciated  by  the  school 
people.  It  is  to  this  association  that  we  look  for  help  and 
encouragement  in  the  continuing  effort  to  meet  the  various 
problems  as  they  arise.  The  schools  must  continually  im- 
prove to  stand  still  is  not  possible  in  a  continually  changing 
world. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  school  board  for  their  cooperation 
and  assistance  during  the  past  years.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


The  Newington  School  is  visited  by  the  nurse  the  first 
and  third  Monday  of  each  month.  The  children  are  weighed 
and  measured  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year.  As  there 
is  no  school  physician  in  Newington,  the  school  nurse  does 
the  physical  examination  on  each  child. 

This  examination  consists  of  testing  vision  and  hearing, 
checking  tonsils,  adenoids,  teeth,  hair,  skin  and  ortho- 
pedic defects.  Home  visits  are  made  during  sickness  and 
also  made  to  acquaint  the  parents  of  any  defects  in  the 
children.  First  aid  supplies  are  kept  in  the  school.
